The 
destruction of the natural color of 
the flour by bleaching agents runs 
parallel with the destruction of its 
attractive flavor.”

Whatever influences the bleaching 
agent may really have on the quality 
of the bread, every woman who bakes 
her ow n bread knows that its snowy 
color depends very often on the way 
the ingredients are combined, and al­ 
so in what proportion they are used. 
Milk will make much whiter bread 
than water, and lard for shortening 
instead of an admixture of butter. 
However, if the flavor of the bread 
is good the color has very little to do 
with it, except to please the eye, al­ 
though this item is an important one.

The following day Klicka 
and Frazer waited for some time in 
the saloon until Madden and his motor 
car arrived, after which Madden and 
Klicka entered a little private office 
at the end cf the bar. 
The interview' 
was Interrupted by a trip to the bank 
by Klicka, and Frazer, who returned 
with $200 which w’as, it is alleged, giv­ 
en to Boyle to compensate him for ex­ 
penses incurred In calling the strike, 
Mr. Klicka, hoping that Boyle would 
bring the trouble to an end. 
Boyle, 
however, said that the settlement was 
up to Madden. 
There was another 
interview with Madden in the little 
mahogany office at the end of the bar, 
but on the termination of it Messrs. 
Frazer and Klicka in their testimony 
differed somewhat. 
Frazer declared 
that Madden had demanded $1,500 as 
the price of putting the men back at 
work and that Klicka emerged from 
the office cursing earnestly and brand­ 
ing the price as an outrage. 
Klicka’s 
version was that he told Madden the 
price was “a little high.” 
At any rate the price was not agreed 
upon at that time. 
Following Frazer 
and Klicka, George S. Andres, a con­ 
struction engineer, was placed on the 
stand. 
According to his own and 
Klicka’s testimony, Klicka gave him 
$1,000 with which to settle the strike, 
and approached the former with a 
statement that it could be done for 
that sum. 
Meanwhile some trouble 
had brewed between the new agent 
and Madden. 
“I told him I wanted to settle the 
strike and asked if he would accept 
$500,” testified Andres. 
“He answer- 
asked how' the matter could be set 
ed by telling me to go to 
,’ you 
know, and then I offered him $750. 
“ ‘Nix,’ he answered. I asked him if 
$1,000 wqjild do." 
"And what did he answer?” 
* ‘Bring up the dough.’ 
So I went 
to Klicka. got the check, and - got 
ten one hundred bills at the bank. 
It 
was night before Madden showed up 
and then I offered him the money. 
** ‘How am I to know the strike will 
he called off if I give you the money,’ 
I asked him. 
‘Don’t worry,’ he said, 
and then I said ‘here’s your money.’ 
He said, ‘I never took any money from 
you,’ and I said I knew he did not.” 
Andres smiled as he described the 
farce. He said he asked Madden what 
to do with th® money and the latter 
told him to throw It on the floor or 
on the desk. 
Andres laid it on the 
desk and invited the labor leader out 
to have a drink. The latter acquiesced 
and as they moved oat Madden drop 
ped a blotter over the money, seized 
the pile and shoved it In his pocket. 
The next day the strike was called 
off and the meo returned to work.
